Census reports show that the pro-
duets of manufacture in the United
States for the year 1905 reached a
total of $14,802, 147,937 for 5,470,321
wage earoners, whose produce was,
therefore, worth $£2,708 per capita,
These people received $£2,611,520,532
in wages, or £479 per capita. Tu other
words they received in wages about
one-sixth of the value of their product.
Of the balance a small percenlage went
to pay the cost of raw material and the
balance went to swell the profits of the
protected trusts. And the consumer
paid for it all.

Besides being first in war, first in
peace and first in the hearts of his
counteymen, George Washington set
them a good example by being one of
the eatliest advertisers, While presi.
dent of the United States he patronized
the advertising columns of a newspaper
and much earlier than that an adver-
tisement bearing his sighature appesred
in the Baltimore Advertiser (now Amer-
ican) offering a tract of land for sale.
